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Henry P. Davison, in charge of the Red 
Cross war relief work, ’’nqualifledly endorses 
the Episcopal Nation-Wide Campaign not only 
as regards its spiritual objects but as to its ad- 
ministrative methods, finding in it permanent 
direction to the noble impulses towards the 
service of humanity aroused by the war work 
of the Red Cross. 

Mr. Davison’s letter is addressed to Rt. Rev- 
Arthur S. Lloyd, D.D. , President of Missio- 
ns, and chairman of the Nation-Wide Cam- 
paign Committee. In his letter Mr. Davison 
says : 

‘‘I desire to take this oppoitunity to express 
to you my deep feel of thankfulness that the 
Church realizes in a large way the great oppor- 
tunities for service which are before her. 

“I have looked into the plans for the or- 
ganization of the Campaign and am glad to 
say that in my opinion they are sound and 
logical and, if faithfully carried out, should 
lead without doubt to a successful outcome. 

“The Red Cross, you will understand, in- 
tends to labor on in peace as in war, but it 
welcomes the fellowship of the Church in the 
field which is large enough for all and where 
there is an especial task for the Church, which 
I believe your Nation-Wide Campaign is well 
designed to equip it to discharge.” 

“We were able, during the war period to, 
create a great world- wide organization for re- 
lief of the suffering resultant from, the con- 
flict ; and under the noble impulses which were 
awakened, there was mustered into the service 
of humanity a vast amount of hitherto latent 
will to serve, without which the success at- 
tained by the American Red Cross and other 
welfare organizations could not have been ach- 
ieved. Now that the war is over, that will 
to serve must not be permitted to relax, espe- 
ciallv since the world is facing problems 


Bishop Huntington of our Anking mission 
says that there is a marked difference in ^ the 
relative numbers of boys and girls receiving 
an education in government and mission 
schools in China. Government schools report 
3,898,065 boys to only 177,273 girls — only one 
to twenty-two boys. Mission schools show 
114’ 220 boys to 57,265 girls — a little more 
than half as many girls as boys. 

Encouraged by the success of the first Sum- 
mer School in Nevada, at Lakeside, Lake 
Tahoe, Bishop Hunting and the committee 
hope to make it an annual event. An inter- 
ested friend of the work has promised the 
immediate gift of four acres of land near Lake 
Tahoe as a site. It is planned as soon as poss- 
ible to erect an outdoor Chapel and a clergy 
house, the aim being to hold services here dur- 
ing tne entire tourist season, the Nevada cler- 
gy in turn living at the clergy house and com- 
bining vacation with serving the Chapel.

Graduates of the University who 
have been residents of the doshikwat are 
scattered all over the world in banks, govern- 
ment ofli’ices and big business firms. One is 
consul-general at London, two are secretaries 
at the embassy in Paris, one head of the 
Educational Bureau of the city of Tokyo, one 
a young baron, coming to promin-E'uce in the 
House of peers, one manner of the Yokohama 
specie bank at Honkow, three are doctors in 
Saint Luke’s Hospital, Tokyo, one an army 
docter, one a naval engineer. 

Seventeen of the twenty- two Italian clergy 
in active service in our Church met in confer 
ence on September 9-11 at the General The- 
ological Seminary, and the Church Missions 
House, New York. A goodly number of 
Americans who have been active in the Italian 
mission field took part in the discussions. 
On the evening of the eleventh there was a 
great service in the cathedral of St. John the 
Divine at which the combined Italian choirs 
of the city — some hundred and fifty voices — 
sang. Addresses were made by Bishop Burch 
Mr. F. C. Butler, representing secretary Lane 
of the department of the Interior, and the 
Rev. Carmelo di Sano.
